Again, as in the last. war, we hear charges that in- 
dustrialists are using this war as a vehicle for goug- 
ing the taxpayer by insisting on huge profits. What 
the public often doesn't realize is that although a 
company may make large profits on some of its eons 
tracts it may make little or no profit on other con® 
tracts. 3 
Mr. J. A. Hartley, a director of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufucturers, pointed out in a recent 
Speech that “the N. A. M. has with all its vigor de- 
- nounced since the fall of 1939 any attempt to use war 
"emergencies as a basis for profiteering. And the re- 
cord shows that industry has not profiteered. The 
combined income accounts of 100 large manufactur- 
ing corporations show that in 1940 their net income, 
after taxes, was 8.6 per cent of sales, as compared 
with 7.0 per cent in 1941. 
"Indeed! the tru€ profit situation in the last decades 
has never been properly impressed on the public mind. 
"There is no headline today on the fact that through 
the heyday of prosperity from 1921 to 1930 the aver- 
age annual profit was only 44 per cent. The head- 
line audience has never been told that during the 
past decade profits averaged only 1.5 per cent. 
"Industry is tying np strings to victory. There are 
a misguided few—as the Revolution had its Benedict 
Arnolds—who may be more concerned with profits 
than with honor. I hold that these men are the ter- 
mites of the house that is America. But one cannot 
blame a whole people for the acts of the lonely, in- 
dividual traitor; one cannot blame a whole produc- 
ing industry for its isolated Judas.”

3: Plugs are always firmly and fully in- 
serted in their receptables, 

4. Switches are wiped free of grease and 
&re properly lubricated. 

5. Rough handling and'twisting of ther- 
mostats is avoided. 

Plugs should' be firmly inserted in their 
receptacles, for a loose contact is apt to 
cause either the plug or the receptable to 
burn out. Frequently-dropped plugs weak- 
en and break.
